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Over 150 Attend Meeting: 
Unanimously Favor Dibble Site 


There is little doubt but that 
Menlo Park will own 28 acres of the 
Dibble Hospital recreation area in 
the near future. Public opinion at 
the Tuesday night mass meeting, 
called by the Citizens’ Committee 
to discuss all angles of the purchase, 
Was overwhelmingly in favor of ac- 
quiring the property. 

The unanimous approval of the 
purchase , as finally expressed at 
this meeting, is indicative of the 
favorable vote now certain to pass 
the $150,000 bond issue when it is 


‘presented to the citizens. 


Mayor Charles P. Burgess, council- 
man Vernon Barker and_ several 
business men and women of the 
community enumerated the advant- 
ages of buying Dibble after the 
meeting had been opened by George 
Angus, chairman of the Citizens’ 
Committee. While many questions 
were asked from the floor, Duane 
Loughlin, publisher of the Recorder, 
was the only one present to ques- 
tion the advisibility of buying the 
property at the stated price for 
recreational purposes, expressing his 
belief that it could better be obtained 
or educational use at a percent- 
age reduction in price. 


In his resume of the Dibble 
Froperty negotiations, from the time 
when the Planning Committee first 
considered a post war program of 
public improvement to the present 
status of the city’s priority in this 
purchase, Mayor Burgess touched 
upon all angles of the acquisition 
as they had been considered by the 
Menlo Park Council. 


Robert Fabian, deputy zone ad- 
ministrator of real property from 
War Assets Administration in San 
Francisco, was present to answer 
the questions of local real estate 
men and others regarding the gav- 
ernmental disposal of Dibble, 

At the close of the arguments and 
explanations, Mr. Loughlin, addres- 
sing the mayor on the platform, said, 
“You have done a wonderful job 
of ‘selling’ I am convinced now that 
we should buy the property.”

FOR THE CURE FIND THE CAUSE 


Fighting Cancer is not like fighting fire. In the 
latter case all energy must be applied to disting- 
uishing the blaze (once it is discovered) no matter 
how constant is our prevention program. 


| Prevention is of course the main objective of the 


American Cancer Society in its campaign against the dread 
enemy which killed nearly 13,000 people in California in 1947. 
But the unknown cannot be well ‘‘prevented’’, and cancer 's 
yet an enemy of mystery. Fundamental and applied research 
are still of the most urgent need if the fight against cancer !s 
to make headway. 

It is therefore gratifying to learn that $111,054 has been 
awarded in grants by the American Cancer Society to support 
the cancer research in California during the fiscal year of 
1948-49. Two of the grants are made to Dr. Hadley Kirkman 
and Dr. Victor C. Twitty of Stanford University. 


PEN POWER 


We have long quoted, ‘The pen is mightier than the 
sword”, but often this is said facetiously, as we make a joke 
of some specific example of the might of the written word. ' 

Today in our land there are thousands of pens competing 
with ‘the sword’’. These are the pens of Americans writing to 
relatives and friends in Europe. Just how powerful the ini 
scribblers can be is evidenced by the howls of protests from 
the Communists of Italy. They are objecting to the torrent of 
letters from the United States, urging the Italian people to 
vote for democracy at their April 18th election. The Commu- 
nists say this is ‘foreign interference’. If so it is a type of 
interference which threatens to destroy the foreign interfer- 
ence they represent. 

This week the U. S. Postmaster-General announced the 
inaugeration of international air parcel-post. Air-mail letters 
and parcel-post packages can now be delivered almost as 
quickly from America to European countries as from con- 
tinental lands just across their borders. One of the Wh Ss 
Rotary Clubs suggests that an intensive use of this service by 
people in the United States would do much toward making 
the people of Europe feel the ‘‘nearness’’ of their neighbors 
across the seas. They need not think of America as a land 


with an ocean barrier, as in the past, but as the home of 
friends whose messages can reach them in a very short time. 

More power to the pens that inscribe the messages of con- 
cern and hope to the troubled people of foreign lands and to 
the air service that carries these messages so promptly. 


POST OFFICE MEETS MENLO PARK GROWTH 


No post office in any town could be situated where its 
location would suit everybody. The new one, for which Menlo 
Park has been praying these last few years, is not to be placed 
near the big parking plaza as many had hoped. Merchants and 
home owners who are none too pleased with its future Oak 
Grove Ave. situation, must remember that the Government has 
been asking for a place for the post office in Menlo Park for 
the past four years. Also that this is election year—a time when 
post offices just naturally come into their own. Ed Derry pre- 
sented his plans and they were gladly accepted. 

We will all welcome the new post office and soon become 
accustomed to its changed location. The need for post office 
space double the size of our present quarters is one way of 
measuring the increased population and business activity of 
this community during the last few years. The new post office, 
in turn, will stimulate future growth for Menlo Park. 


ONE OUT OF TWO 


“One of of two’’. This is the proportion of the American 
people expected to be killed or injured by traffic accidents 
during the lifetime of those living today—UNLESS the present 
trend of accidents is halted or reversed. So says a report from} 
the San Mateo County Traffic Safety Commission, in their 
bulletin of April 1. Figures given for the United States last 
year are as follows: 32,000 killed, 1,100,000 injured, with 
at least 100,000 of the latter suffering permanent impairment. 

Several types of drivers are responsible for traffic accidents, 
among them are the fast stepping ’’speed maniacs’’ who are 
always in a rush regardless of where they are going; the dis- 
courteous, or selfish, drivers who recklessly disregard the rights 
of others; the spectacular ‘show offs’, with their foolish and 
unsafe acts, and the many who drive while under the effect ot 
alcohol at a time when they are dulled to sound judgment and 
responsibility as well as to muscle control. 

Stringent laws are necessary and their enforcement vital 
to our survival from the tragedy of increasing traffic accidents, 
but education is even more important. In this every Citizen is 
obligated to take a part—teaching the children (warning the 
youth, protesting irresponsible acts and setting a sane example.

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City’s 
Business

The municipal election next Tues- 
day is all but unnoticed. The in- 
cumbent councilmen are unopposed 
for reelection, but there is a propo- 
sition on the ballot which deserves 
the attention of Menlo Park's voters. 
The measure is to make heads of de- 
partments appointive and removable 
by the city manager without refer- 
ence to civil service. However, de- 
partment heads would retain civil 
service status as to the job held 
prior to appointment as department 
heads. The purpose of the measure is 
to give the city manager authority 
commensurate with his responsibil- 
ity, and to conform to the recom- 
mended practise of the council-man- 
ager form of government. 


The manager is responsible to the 
city council for the administration 
of the city. If things do not run the 
way the council feels they should, 
the manager is at fault, and if he 
cannot rectify the situation the 
council is free to appoint a new 
manager. If the manager is not able 
to select his department heads free- 
ly, however, he may not in fact be 
at fault, and such a situation would 
result in an endless amount of buck- 
passing. 

The qualities that constitute a 
good executive are too intangible 
to require that department heads 
may be changed only by filing 
charges before the civil service board. 
Whether this man or that is able 
tc get the best cooperation and 
loyalty of the men under him, or 
exercise the most ingenuity in the 
operation of his department, are 
matters of judgement of his super- 
ior, and are not easily susceptible to 
proof in a formal hearing. Yet it is 
extremely important to the people 
of the city that the most efficient 
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department heads are in charge. At 
the same time it is recognized that 
a man is entitled to a reasonable 
amout of job security, so this prop- 
osition provides that the civil ser- 
vice status held by a man at the 
time of his appointment as depart- 
ment head shall continue in force, 
and he will be returned to that stat- 
us when he is removed or resigns his 
executive position. 

At present the proposition would 
affect no one. The county is cur- 
rently performing the building in- 
spection function under contract 
with the city. The city manager is 
acting as both street superintendent 
and park superintendent. The chief 
of police is serving his six month 
probationary period. But a time may 
arise when this proposition may be 
needed, so the members of the city 
council urge a “yes” vote on this 
proposition because of the principle 
involved.

As an individual and as a member 
of a civic organization (Menlo Park 
Women’s Club), as a point of in- 
formation I would appreciate an- 
swers to the following questions. 

Is the paving project on Oak 
Grove from Highway to University 
Drive considered finished, has this 
paving been inspected and accepted 
by the City of Menlo Park? Is this 
job considered of value to the a- 
mount paid in assessments by the 
property owners? Have the Con- 
tractors received payment in full 
from the City of Menlo Park? 

During the raining period it is 
impossible to cross University Drive 
from curb to curb, also to cross Oak 
Grove from curb to curb at Uni- 
versity Drive. About 3 to 5 feet from 
Cak Grove (and on University Dr. 
the width of Oak Grove) is a rough 
depression about 1% to 2 feet wide 
filled with chuck holes.

(1) be a high jumper, (2) have on 
hip boots, (3) swim. 

I also have experienced the im- 
possibility of crossing Crane and 
Chestnut as the first visable water 
drain seems to be at the corner of 
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FRED DIESTEL 


Hoover and Oak Grove. Have no- 
ticed many depressions throughout 
the parking plaza so that where you 
would be able to park and where you 
would want to shop would depend 
upon how high a jumper you are. 
The last remaining questions—are 
these errors or faults going to be 
adjusted?

The day after New Years, 1947, 
smoke was pouring from one of 
the ancient houses on Buck’s Row, 
located on University Drive across 
from the site of the Menlo Medical 
Center. 


Mrs. Eva Drycott, who lived two 
doors away, saw the smoke and 
telephoned firemen. They arrived in 
time to confine the fire to the 
kitchen and pantry (there wasn’t 
much more to the cottage, anyway), 
but the house was through. It 
wasn’t worth fixing, so it was torn 
down. 


It was the first to go of the seven 
little houses that make up Buck’s 


Row. Now’ another one, on the 
corner ‘of Oak Grove Ave., is being 
razed by Jesse Alexander, 854 Roble 
Ave. The others aren’t facing the 
crowbars yet. They are still oc- 
cupied, by families who have lived 
there for some time, one of them 
for 40 years.

After the war, the fields were 
built up with homes, and now the 
new Medical Center, modern in de- 
sign and layout, is nearing comple- 
tion and soon will be looking Buck’s 
Row, one of the oldest sections of 
Menlo, straight in the eye.

It need never be wasted 


You, as a user of electric power and a's a taxpayer, have an important stake 
in the Shasta power question. In this message we outline what’s 
behind the discussion—and offer the facts for all to read. 


was a newspaper clipping which ad- 
vertised a small modern house for 
rent at $10 and a 4-room dwelling for 
$12.50.

Additional Shasta Power Will Help. we have been and 
are doing all we can to correct the power shortage. Power from 
every possible source, in this drought year, must be distributed 
to northern and central California. Shasta is expected to provide 
about 75,000 additional kilowatts April 15, when a new generator 
comes into service. There’ll be a like amount later on. Our total 
demands run about 2,000,000 kilowatts. Shasta will help—every 
bit of power counts—but Shasta power alone won’t solve the 


Shasta Power Now Being Used. No shasta power is 
going to waste now. It’s being fed onto our lines and is being used 
along with power from about 75 other sources. It has been used 
since June 26, 1944, under a contract between P. G. and E. and 
the Bureau of Reclamation—a Federal government agency. 


Actually, there shouldn’t be any 


problem ... but there is. The Bureau doesn’t want to extend the 
contract to cover the new Shasta power, even for the balance of 
this year. Instead, the Bureau has reluctantly agreed to put 
the additional power on our lines during the emergency on a 


agreed to take it that way—this 


assures no waste of Shasta Power during the emergency—but 
leaves the long-range disposition of the power unsettled. 


Why Is There a Contract Dispute? 1¢ started back in 
1941. When Shasta construction began we offered to supply a 
market for Shasta power and offered to coordinate our operations 
with those of the Bureau at Shasta and Keswick (another unit of 
‘the Central Valley Project). At that time the Bureau demanded 
that we “convey” Shasta power over our lines to enable them to 
sell it to various public agencies. It is not physically possible to do 
this, but in any event we couldn’t agree to such a demand. These 
agencies were and are our customers and are being served under 
rates established or approved by the California Public Utilities 
Commission. Such a demand, were it carried out, would amount 
to virtual confiscation of a good part of our business. An agree- 
ment on our part would be just as foolish as for a milk company 
to agree to furnish their trucks and delivery men to someone else 
—who would begin delivering their own milk to the milk com- 


Wartime Contract Signed in 1943. congress finally 
took a hand. In 1942 the Senate Appropriations Committee rec- 
ommended that the Secretary of the Interior and P.G. and E. 
“immediately enter into a contract, for the duration of the war 
and a reasonable time thereafter”. 

The Bureau then agreed to a contract—without the “‘convey- 
ance” clause. That contract was signed in 1943 and is still in force. 
It will be until the end of this year.

the customers which the Bureau could take from us used more 
than a billion kilowatt hours of power. That’s about one-eighth of 
our total power demand. Here’s what that means to you: 


Under the direction of the Public Utilities Commission, our 
low rates have been carefully adjusted to cover costs of a com- 
plex system of generating and distributing power .. . to all the 
people in our area.. Should special privileges—at the expense of 
the taxpayers—be granted to those who use one-eighth of our 
power, the others who use the seven-eighths would naturally 
have to make up the difference. We don’t want the public to be 
thus penalized. 


How to Solve the Long-Range Problem since shasta 
began to produce we’ve been buying power and paying for it. Our 
point is this: all northern and central California should share in 
Shasta power—not a few selected agencies or customers. It can be 
made available to the homes, farms and factories in the area. Fair 
terms have been offered by the P. G. and E. If there is a dispute as 
to price, we will submit it to the California Public Utilities Com- 
mission or to the Federal Power Commission and abide by the de- 
cision, although in 1943 Harold L. Ickes, then Secretary of the 


Interior, said we had agreed to pay a “fair and equitable price for 
the power”’.
